herd plan on the recommendation 
of a joint committee representing 
the purebred cattle breeders’ asso- 
ciations and the United States Live- 
Stock Sanitary Association. At that 
time there were no Federal accredited herds but there 
were some herds in that status in the States of Minnesota, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, in which states such a plan had 
been in operation for a few years. 

On December 1, 1918, one year after the adoption of 
‘the accredited herd plan there were 204 ‘accredited herds 
in the United States with an aggregate of 5,743 cattle. On 
March 31, 1919, when herd list No. 2 was issued there were 
782 accredited herds representing 19,000 catte. At that 
time there were, also, 6,535 herds with an aggregate of 
approximately 80,000 cattle 
which had passed one success-

but in analyzing the work we are 
compelled to deduct that the herds 
now under supervision represent 
the most progressive breeders in 
practically all of the purebred cat- 
tle associations. Among some of 
the breeds practically every prom- 
inent herd is under supervision so, 
while the herds that have been attracted to the accredited 
herd plan are not extraordinary it is clearly demonstrated 
that the best breeders of cattle in America see in the sys- 
tem a practical plan by which they can present to the 
public the fact that their herds are free of tuberculosis. 
One of the most disturbing features of the work at this 
time is our inability to keep pace with the demand for 
herd tests. On November 15, 1919, there were 3233 herds 
waiting to receive the initial test. At the rate this list is 
being augmented it is reasonable to suppose that by Jan. 
1, 1920, it will be largely in- 
creased.

ful tuberculin test without re- 
actors in preparation for be- 
ing accredited. 

On this day, the second 
anniversary of the inaugura- 
tion of the American accred- 
ited herd plan, there are 1355 
herds with a total of 35,204 
cattle fully accredited and 
12,838 herds .representing a 
total of 191,428 cattle that have 
passed the initial successful 
test in their advancement to 
full certification. 

While the data furnished 
gives a fair estimate of the 
progress of the work, it is a 
very feeble exposition of the 
sentiment of the livestock 
owners of this nation relative 
to the tuberculosis problem.

while the demand for accred- 
ited herd work is increasing 
it was found necessary to re- 
duce the force of inspectors 
employed by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry due to ter- 
minating the services of 20 
veterinary inspectors on 
November 8 on account of in- 
sufficient funds provided for 
operating expenses. The fund 
provided for the payment of 
indemnities has only been 
slightly drawn on because 
there are not now a sufficient 
number of inspectors to test 
cattle to make it possible to 
pay that amount of indemnity 
to the cattle owners for tu- 
berculous animals. Paragraph 
one of the uniform methods 
and rules for accrediting 
herds of cattle provides that 
the test shall be made under 
the supervision of the Bureau

state. It was absolutely es- 

sential to start from the 

ground floor and build up state by state until today every 
State in the Union has accepted and adopted the plan and 
it is in actual operation in 45 States. The number of 
accredited herds and those herds which have passed one 
successful test represents only a portion of the total 
number of herds in the United States that are under 
supervision so that they may be accredited when they 
qualify. On November 15, 1919, there were a total number 
of 17,096 herds representing 367,239 cattle under State and 
Federal supervision for the eradication of tuberculosis. We 
recognize that, while this is a fairly good showing it repre- 
sents but a very minute portion of the total number of 
herds and the total cattle population of the United States, 


of Animal Industry or a reg- 
ularly employed veterinary 
inspector of the state in which coopefative tuberculosis 
eradication work is conducted. At this time there are in 
the neighborhood of 300 State and Federal employees en- 
gaged full time in the eradication of tuberculosis. These 
forces are being gradually increased from month to month, 
and it is not without the realm of reason to anticipate that 
within a few years there will be more than a thousand em- 
ployees devoting their entire time to the control of this 
great plague. Can satisfactory progress be made with 
such combatant army of veterinarians? I say, most de- 
cisively, “No.” We,can clean up hundreds of herds in every 
state; we can clean up tens of counties throughout the

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Jewel Pontiac Segis—Marvel of Marvels 


vel of all Sires” then surely Jewel Pontiac Segis 

might be called the “Marvel of Marvels” for she is 
certainly the greatest of his marvelous daughters. As is 
well known she was bred and owned until the time of her 
death by Joseph M. Hackney, proprietor of Arden Farms 
at St. Paul, Minn., who considered her not only the greatest 
cow in his great herd but the greatest cow of the breed. 
She holds, or has held, no less than 40 different world’s 
records for milk and butterfat production, 6 of them being 
in the regular prize divisions, and the others being in 
special divisions or combination world’s records. In com- 
puting the standing for “Milk and Butter Combined,” we 
have figured in this article the relative position for milk 
and the relative position for butter, adding the two num- 
bers. The smallest total takes the World’s Championship 
honors for the class, and we find that Jewel Pontiac Segis 
holds, or has held, eleven different World’s Records for 
Milk and Butter Combined, and eleven more Combined 2 
and 3-year-old production of milk or butter. She is the 
youngest cow in the world with two 1,000-lb. butter rec- 
ords, and also the youngest to make two milk records above 
20,000 lbs. in a year. Altogether Jewel Pontiac Segis holds, 
or has held, far more world’s records than any other cow 
in the world although she has been tested only two differ- 
ent years; and when we say holds or has held, we must 
remember that the “has 
held” applies to only two of 
her forty world’s records— 
the other thirty-eight still 
standing as highest in the 
world. 

Jewel Pontiac Segis was 
born at Arden Farms, Dec. 
10th, 1913. She was one of 
the very first daughters of 
King Segis Pontiac Count, 
whose achievements have 
been so fully discussed in 
the World recently that 
nothing more need be added 
at this time. Her dam, De 
Kol Jewel Pontiac, with a 
junior 3-year-old record of 
21.18 lbs. butter from 466.1 
lbs. milk, was sired by a 
good son of Hengerveld De 
Kl. Thus we see that, from 
‘er breeding, we might ex- 
pect good producing ability 
from Jewel Pontiac Segis. 

Just how good she was, however, was indicated at her 
first freshening which took place in February, 1916, at the 
age of 2 years, 2 months, 19 days, when she made a rec- 
ord of 28.04 lbs. butter from 586.5 lbs. milk. At that time 
hef butter record stood second only to that of her sister, 
Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis, and her milk production was 
large enough so that she held, and still holds, the World’s 
Record for combined milk,,and butter in her class. She 
was kept on official test for 90 days, breaking the world’s 
junior 2-year-old record in the 60 and 90 day periods for 
milk as well as for butter, and in the 30-day period for 
combined milk and butter—all of which still stand as 
world’s records. Eight months after calving she broke the 
world’s record for butter with 22.76 lbs., and also broke 
the world’s record for milk with 465.4 lbs. the butter rec- 
ord still standing as highest in her class. She finished her 
year with 1,004.25 lbs. butter from 21,891.8 lbs. milk, which 
was at the time the second largest butter record ever 
made by a 2-year-old. She was likewise at that time the 
youngest heifer in the world to make a year record of over 
1,000 Ibs. butter or‘over 21,000 Ibs. milk. 

Jewel Pontiac Segis freshened again in October, 1917, at 
the age of 3 years, 10 months, and proceeded to break all 
world’s milk records for her age in the 7, 30, 60, 90, 120 
and 365 day periods, also breaking the world’s butter rec- 
ords in all the above except the 7 and 30-day periods. 
These world’s records all stand at the present time except 
‘the year’s milk record which has been beaten by just one 
other heifer in her class. As we have said she became the 
youngest cow with two 1,000 lb. butter records or two 20,- 
000-lb. milk records—an honor that she still holds. A com- 
plete list of her records will be given a little later in this 
story for reference.

JEWEL PONTIAC SEGIS 





Jewel Pontiac Segis freshened only three times before 
her premature death. Of her offspring Mr. Hackney wrote 
us as follows: 

“As a 2-year-old she gave us a heifer calf, Jewel Pontiac 
Segis Homestead, sired by Piebe Laura Ollie Homesteaq 
King. This heifer freshened as a 2-year-old, but just before 
freshening became infected with a rusty nail in her foot 
and we came near losing her. The result was that we did 
not test her. She will freshen again this winter, but the 
poison has not entirely left her system and we do not 
expect to do much with her. She is still lame and we 
expect her to have a club foot. She will never do as well 
as she would have done, had this poison not gotten into 
her system. 

“At her next freshening Jewel gave us a bull calf sired 
by Piebe. We lost this calf when he was two weeks old.” 

Then a few weeks ago we received a delightedly enthusi- 
astic letter from Mr. Hackney, advising that Jewel Pon- 
tiac Segis had just freshened, dropping twin bulls by Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld Korndyke, who is a maternal brother 
to Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, and a full brother to 
the sire of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, thus making the twin 
bulls very close in breeding to the three sires that are 
considered by most authorities to be the very greatest of 
recent years. How this joy was turned to sadness is de- 
scribed as follows by Mr. Hackney: 

“She died Friday, Decem- 
ber 5th, living just one week 
after giving birth to twin 
bull calves, sired by Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld Korn: 

’ dyke.I have never had a 
blow like it. It is the most 
serious loss I have ever sus- 
tained in all of my exper- 
ience in breeding Holstein- 

Friesian cattle. It is parti- 

cularly serious to me be- 

cause I had an ambition to 
have this cow live to her 
full age, proceeding with 
her yearly work, year after 
year, like Tilly Alcartra. It 
is worth a great deal to me 
however to know that in the 
five years of her life, she 
has become known as the 
greatest Holstein-Friesian 
cow in the world. The fact 
that she has broken forty 
world’s records in practical- 
ly every division is sufficient to establish her as the 
greatest cow of the breed. I consider her death a loss 
to the entire breed, in fact to the entire dairy industry as 
well as to myself. 

“She approached her freshening period in the best of 
health and condition, and was given every care when the 
calves were born. But she became infected with acute 
perotinitis two days after calving and all of the science 
and veterinary skill in the Northwest territory were used 
but were of no avail. 

“IT had hoped to secure a bull calf from her for my own 
use as a future herd sire, and you can imagine how 
gratified I was to have not only one but two. They are 
beauties, one of them marked almost identically like 
Count. In my judgment there are no better bred calves 
in America today. I know of no animal whose pedigree 
would be as sensational as that of Jewel Pontiac Segis. 
Because of the popularity of the Ormsby breeding, both in 
long and short time work, these calves surely offer a 
combination of breeding that it would be hard to excel 
any place in the world. I will keep one of them. I am 
thinking of putting the other in the National Dairy Sale 


to be held here next year, although I have not yet definite 


ly concluded to do so. The big job now is to save the 
calves. They are both well and doing splendidly.” 
Another remarkable thing about the performance of 
Jewel Pontiac Segis is her splendid showing in the Asso- 
ciation prize list for milk and bttterfat production. In her 
first two lactation periods, as a junior 2-year-old and a 
senior 3-year-old, she won in Association prize money 
$371.00, which is believed to be more than -any other 
cow of any age has ever won in an entire lifetime. She

N this discussion of the leading Hol- 
| steins for milk and butterfat produc- 
tion for the official year 1919-20 thus 
far we have considered only those rec- zn 
ords officially reported by Supt. Gardner at present writing 
—in other words the first four reports for the current 
year governing tests received by the Advanced Registry 
office from May Ist, 1919 to August 29th, 1919. In other 
words this discussion includes only the four months—May, 
June, July and August, which are supposed to be four 
of the lean months of the year in respect to official test- 
hebe of our readers may oe surprised to learn that 
during those four lean months no less than 6 world’s rec- 
ords were broken; also one American championship; be- 
sides, no less than a dozen state championships, broken 
by the various class leaders. The six world’s records were 
made by four different cows in four different states, and 
as it happens include four different prize divisions—seven- 
day, thirty-day, eight months after calving and 365 day. So 
far as we know, any of the records reported in the 305- 
day division might be world’s records, as this is the first 
year that this division has operated under the new ruling, 
and we are unable to determine from the data at hand, 
just what animals that have previously made records 305 
days long, calved 
again within the re- 
quired limit. A num- 
ber of very credit- 
able records have 
been reported in this 
division, every age 
class being  repre- 
sented except the se- 
nior 4-year-old class. 
The 12 state rec- 
ords mentioned 
above as being brok- 
en during the cur- 
ront year were made 
by the following list 
Jf animals:

Second 
place is held by Lisle Farms of Lisle, 
Ill., with four leaders, while Julius 
Schmid of Montgomery, N. Y., Bridg- 
ford Co., Patterson, Cal., Le Grand Gleim, Arlington, Ia. 
and N. Dickinson & Son of Lake Geneva, Wis., are tied for 
third place with three leaders each. Fifteen breeders are 
represented twice and ten others once. There are three 
classes in the eight months after calving division and one 
in the ten months division that are not represented in 
these computations, no records in these classes appearing 
in the first four official reports for the year. 

As an indication that the Holstein breed is going for- 
ward even during the comparatively slow months of the 
summer we point with pride not only to the six world’s 
records already mentioned as being broken this year; not 
only to the American record broken this year; not only 
to the list of a dozen or more state records broken this 
year; but to what is perhaps more significant—the splen- 
did averages for the leaders of the classes in the different 
divisions this year:

Note particular] 
the large averages 
for milk production 
in short time work 
and for both butter 
and milk production 
in long time work. It 
seems to the writer 
that the showing of 
the first few months 
of the present year 
gives a rather strong 
indication that the 
Holstein cow,inspite 
of what certain in- 
dividuals and organi- 
zations may be try- 
ing to do to her, is 
going to keep on just 
as she has always 
done — more than 
making good both in 
short time and long- 
time tests. 

In looking over 
the leading animals 
of the year for na- 
tional and state hon- 
ors we find there is 
a tie between Eli 
Aaszie Fayne Johanna and Natalene Walker, each of these 
having broken during the year two world’s records and 
state record—the former being in long time work and 
the latter in short time. They are, likewise, the only two 
cows to appear three times each on the list of leaders for 
the year. Eli Aaggie Fayne Johanna is owned by Lisle 
Farms Co, Lisle, Ill., and made her record in the senior 3- 
year-old class. In the 8 months after calving division she 
broke the world’s record for milk with a production of 
550.6 lbs., also breaking the state record for Illinois for 
butter production with 20.08 lbs., which is the second 
largest record in her class for the current year. In the 
365-day division she again broke the world’s milk record 
with 27,949.4 lbs., her butter record of 1001.91 Ibs. being 
an Illinois state record as well as the leading record in 
her class for the year. 

Nattalene Walker, with whom the Illinois heifer divides 
highest honors is owned by the Bridgford Co. of Patter- 
son, Calif. As a junior three-year-old she broke the world’s 
milk record for 7 and 30 days, only one other heifer under 
full age and she a senior four-year-old exceeding her pro- 
duction of 819.2 lbs. milk in seven days and 3328.7 Ibs. in 
thirty days. Her thirty-day butter record of 135.1 Ibs. is a 
state record for California as well as the leading record 
for the year in her class, and her seven day record of 34.36 
lbs. is the second largest in the state as well as the second 
largest made this year, first place being held by Clara 
Mercedes Pontiac (35.37 lbs.) owned by Abbott & Clark,

Cortland, N. Y. Nattalene Walker is a daugh- 
ter of King Walker 5th, from a 30-lb. dam, 

One of the sensations of the current year 
is May Echo Sylvia, although she cannot be 
credited with any world’s records broken this 
year nor even with any state records. She 
did, however, produce this year more milk 
than any other cow in the world ever pro- 
duced, although she herself several years ago 
made an even better showing. Her produc. 
tion of 948.9 lbs. milk in seven days and 3623.7 
Ibs. in thirty days constitutes a world’s rec. 
ord for a cow ten years old and is, as we have 
said, a larger amount than any cow in the 
world has ever produced. She also distin- 
guished herself by making her fourth record 
above 35 Ibs. butter and her fifth above 33 lbs, 
As we all know, she is owned by A. C. Hardy, 
Brockville, Ont. 

Another great Canadian performer also 
owned by Mr. Hardy is Pietje Car Borm 
De Kol, who is a leader for 1919-20 for butter 
production in both the seven and thirty-day 
periods, having to her credit 38.77 lbs. in 
seven days and 160.47 in thirty days. She had 
previously made a 34-lb. record and is the 
largest record daughter of Prince Hengerveld 
Pietje. 

A great feat was performed by O. K. L. 
Royal Beets, when she broke the American 
record for thirty days milk production with 
3257.6 lbs. milk as a senior four-year-old. Only 
one other heifer in her class in the world 
has ever equalled or exceeded this production. 
Her butter record of 137.85 lbs. is likewise the 
leading record for the year in this class. Her 
seven-day record was received just in time to 
get in the prize list last year so cannot be 
considered in this connection, but it is of 
interest to remember that she also broke 
the American record for senior four-year- 
olds in the seven-day division with a produc- 
tion of 809.9 Ibs. milk. She is owned by Julius 
Schmid, Montgomery, N. Y., being a daughter 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad and is a sister to 
O. K. L. Albina, also owned by Mr. Schmid, 
who leads the thirty-day division of the junior 
four-year-old class for the year with 128.96 lbs. 
butter. 

Another world’s champion that has appeared 
this year is Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy 
owned by Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, 
her record in the 8 months after calving divi- 
sion of 23.09 lbs. being a world’s record for 
the senior three-year-old class by a margin of 
over a pound. Although the official report has 
not been received from Supt. Gardner, her 
owners report a 305-day record of 986.4 Ibs. 
lbs. butter from 19044.3 lbs. milk, which will 
be a world’s record for this division under the 
new ruling regarding calving requirement pro- 
viding she calves as expected. She is the same 
heifer that last year won first association 
prize as a junior two-year-old for year’s work 
with 1142.33 Ibs. 

The fourth cow to break a world’s record 
this year is Pontiac Irene owned by the State 
Hospital at Pontiac, Mich., whose year record 
of 1102.69 lbs. leads the senior two-year-old 
class for the year and for all previous years. 
Her milk production of 25324.6 lbs. is a state 
record as well as the leading record of the 
year and is only slightly less than the world’s 
record. It will be remembered that shortly 
before the end of last year she broke the 
world’s record in the eight months after calv- 
ing division for both milk and butter with a 
production of 518.7 lbs. milk containing 23.91 
lbs. butter. 

We have already mentioned the Wiscon- 
sin state champion junior two-year-old, Pabst 
Korndyke Cornflower, who leads her class for 
the year in the 365-day division with a produc- 
tion of 22,656.3 lbs. milk containing 1002.46 
lbs. butter. She also has an eight months af- 
ter calving record reported before the end of

The Latest 39-Lb. Cow 


The first really sensational record 
of the present official year has been 
reported by her owner for Ruby Pie- 
tertje of Forest Hill 2d, a short ac- 
count of whose work appeared in the 
World a few weeks ago. Her senior 4- 
year-old record of 39.74 lbs. butter 
from 667.9 lbs. milk is a state record 
for California in her class and is the 
largest 7-day butter record that has 
been reported thus far this year for 
an animal of any age or breed. As al- 
ready stated in the World, she is a 
daughter of Ollie Johanna Sir Fayne 
who is getting a nice list of young 
daughters, very few of which have as 
yet been tested in mature form. He is 
a son of Sir Johanna Fayne from a 31- 
lb. dam and is a maternal brother to 
both Iowana Sir Ollie and Oak De Kol 
Ollie Homestead, both of whom have 
been Grand Champion at the National 
Dairy show. She was bred by Carna- 
tion Stock Farm, Seattle, Wash., and 
made her remarkable record for W. 
J. Higdon, Tulare, Calif. 


A Great Year’s Work 


Avalon Korndyke Countess per- 
formed a remarkable feat when in the 
course of less than 365 days, she 
made two 7-day records above 32 Ib., 
both from over 650 Ibs. milk and also 
completed a 305 day record of 903 Ibs. 
butter from over 20,000 lbs. milk. Her 
record of 32.63 lbs. butter from 657 
lbs. milk was made early in May 1918, 
after which she made the ten months 
record already mentioned. Freshening 
again April 17, 1919 she made a rec- 
ord of 34.11 lbs. butter from 655.2 Ibs. 
milk and while not given another op- 
portunity in semi-official test, she 
proved herself a regular breeder and 
is expected to freshen again in March, 
or less than two years from the time 
she made her first 32-lb. record. Her 
owner, Ellicott D. Curtis of Bantam, 
Conn., who is also her breeder, writes 
that he intends to make another great 
record on her at that time, both in 
short and long time work. She has 
won $65.00 in Association Prize Money 
exclusive of her 34-lb. record. 


Three Records Average: 30 Lbs. 


Three short-time records averaging 
over 30 lbs. each, in addition to a very 
creditable performance in long-time 
work, is the showing made by Johanna 
Queen Burke Beets, who has recently 
finished a year on semi-official test 
with 19,583.1 lbs. milk containing 
637.79 lbs. butter. As a senior 4-year- 
old she produced 508 lbs. milk in a 
week containing 28.58 lbs. butter, and 
has increased these figures for both 
milk and butter production every year. 
once making 29.99 lbs. butter from 543 
Ibs. milk, and again reaching 31.45 
Ibs. butter from 559.43 lbs. milk, mak 
ing her average well over 30 lbs. for 
the three records. She was bred by 
Robt. E. Haeger of Algonquin, IIl., be 
ing a daughter of Oakland Paul Beets

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Are They Going To Suspend You? 


T is up to every member of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
| ciation of America whether or not he will stay in good 
standing with the Association. It was unanimously 
voted at the meeting in Philadelphia last June that a census 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle should be taken. It was real- 
ized that in matters of this kind only a fraction of our 
Holstein owners would respond and:accordingly an enforce- 
ment provision with teeth in it was adopted, because it was 
realized that the census proposition, if carried out complete- 
ly, would be a wonderful thing for the business, but that if 
it was not complete it would be of small value. Therefore it 
was voted that notice and proper blanks should be sent 
out and that all breeders who failed to file their census 
returns by Jan. 1st, 1920, would be denied all privileges 
until such time as their census return was filed when they 
would be automatically reinstated to good standing. This 
regulation providing for suspension of course applies not 
only to registration and transfer of cattle but the carryirg 
out of offigial test work through the Advanced Registry 
office. 

While we have no exact information as to the exact 
number of breeders who have thus far failed to send in 
their census returns, there is no doubt but that the list is 
quite a long one and it is to these men who for one reason 
or another have neglected the matter that ve want to talk 
directly at this time. In the first place, we will gamble that 
you have overestimated the amount of work necessary in 
properly filling out the blanks. It does look rather for- 
midable, but if your records have been kept with any de- 
gree of care or completeness it should not take. you more 
than an hour or so to supply not only all of the information 
that is required but also the supplementary matter that is 
purely optional with you. It is just a matter of a few min- 
utes’ time with your private herd register, or your file of 
certificates of registry to take care properly of the informa- 
tion that is required. And if the rest of it looks like quite 
a job to you, leave it blank rather than put off the whole 
operation. The supplementary information is perhaps the 
most valuable source of data concerning the breed that we 
have ever had, and in fact, we believe that the answers to 
these questions should be of great value and importance in 
carrying on the breed extension work. Do your part in 
supplying this data if you possibly can, but in any case send 
in the blank and send it in quick enough so that your stand- 
ing with the Holstein-Friesian Association of America will 
not be disturbed. 


What Shall We Do With the Bonus System? 


ITHIN the past few months we have several times 
W expressed editorially our opinion of the bonus 
system as applied to the making of official rec- 

ords. We have argued, and we do not believe the argu- 
ments can be successfully refuted, that when herdsmen are 
paid a bonus for the muking of records we are holding up 
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in front of them a temptation to use sharp and crooked 
practices in the making of those records. It is put up 
to the herdsman in a concrete way and he can figure 
exactly what it will mean to him in dollars and cents 
if he can turn out a certain number of 30-lb. or 1000-Ib 
records. And immediately comes the temptation to de- 
vise some means of beating the game and getting the 
extra money. The herdsman of character and conscience 
would of course not stoop to trickery in earning a bonus 
but it would on the contrary act as an inspiration to him 
to do his level best in developing the cows under his 
charge and of course this is the purpose of the whole 
bonus plan. But you cannot always tell what is in the 
mind of a man and it is really surprising to think of the 
things that a man will bring himself to do if he feels 
reasonably certain that he will not be found out. And 
so it has been that in practically all of the cases in the 
Holstein and other breeds where attempts at fraud in 
record making have been discovered this same bonus 
system is found also lurking just around the corner and 
never quite able to establish an effective alibi. 

None of us are ever quite satisfied with criticism that 
is merely destructive. We are therefore making an ef- 
fort to present something of a constructive nature along 
this same line, so that if action is taken to put the ban 
on the bonus system we shall have something definite 
to offer to take its place. There is no getting away 
from the fact that the boys who handle the test cows 
have a long hard grind, and anything which will make 
their lot more attractive and pleasant or bring added 
interest to this work, and anything which will keep them 
from getting into a rut in connection with their work 
is worthy of the most serious consideration. We have 
written a number of breeders who have large establish- 
ments and who are thus not able to solve the problem 
by doing the work themselves but who have been partic- 
ularly successful, not only in bringing out high record 
cows, but also in building up strong organizations of con- 
tented men. We are pleased to present two of the replies 
to our letters of inquiry right here on this page because 
we believe this is a subject that we have got to take 
hold of in a serious way and if Mr. Hackney and Mr. 
Pabst can reach you any more effectively through a signed 
editorial, we are willing to give them our own space for 
that purpose. 


EDITORIAL FROM MR. HACKNEY 


For several years I paid a small bonus to my herds- 
man, never exceeding $25.00 usually not above $10.00. 
The average amount was from $2.50 to $10.00. However, 
I discontinued this system about two years ago—long be- 
fore this Cole trouble came up, because I felt it was wrong 
in principle. As a substitute I have tried a sort of a 
partnership basis. I am working this out in a small way 
at the farm, giving my best men an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the profits. 

We pay the highest going wages and advance them 
just as rapidly as possible. Our living conditions on the 
farm are likewise kept satisfactory. We keep the men as 
comfortable and happy as possible. There is no reason 
for having a bonus system. I do not believe in it—I think 
it inspires dishonesty and in my judgment it is not neces- 
sary. I have found on my farm that some of our best 
records have been made because of the ambition the 
young men have to do the right thing by the cew and they 
seem to have taken great satisfaction in making these 
records for the good of the entire breed. I have found 
my men at the farm more anxious to save the cow from 
harm and get her to do just the best that she can actually 
do without injury to herself—and they will do this just 
as quickly without a bonus as they will with it. 

Of course, as stated above, I pay good salaries. I 
look upon this entire matter of bonus a good deal as lL 
do on the tipping system, so well known to all of us, 
where men are paid small salaries and then allowed to 
accept tips. The fault lies entirely with the employer—not 
with the man employed.

EDITORIAL FROM MR. PABST 


We have for quite a number of years worked on the 
bonus system here on the farm. We paid ordinary sal- 
aries but made it an inducement to our men, through 
the bonus system, to take extra good care of their cows. 
We have never made any exceptionally large records but 
I am positive that the bonus system had a beneficial 
effect as far as the care of the cows is concerned and at 
the same time I know that our men were never tempted 
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to do anything contrary to the Association rules. How- 
ever, I can see where harm can be done and having 
anticipated for some time that the Association will deem 
it for the general good of the breed to prohibit the use 
of the bonus system, we have since several months dis- 
continued it. We pay our men good salaries, give them 
good housing and good food. We try to pick out men 
suited for this particular work so as to avoid changes 
and we have been fairly successful so far. 

Testing at its best is a hardship upon the men. I 
am afraid in this country we are apt to go to extremes 
and I have often thought it to the interest of the breed 
to limit the milking to three instead of four times a day. 
There is no other class of men at the present time, that 
{ know of, that have such a hard grind as the men doing 
yearly testing. There is little chance for rest and it is 
a long, continuous pull, sometimes I think rather disheart- 
ening to the men. We give our testers about four weeks 
vacation a year, but even at that they are not receiving 
any more than is coming to them. I like to see all my 
men do a good day’s work but feel that we are asking 
just a little too much from the boys who are making the 
records.

Dairy Figures Required in Federal Census 


OW that you have your Holstein Census Return 
N properly filled out and filed in the Secretary’s 
office, it will be well for you to give attention to 
some of the facts that will be required of you in connec- 
tion with the Federal Census, which is to be taken in 
January 1920.. In particular they will want information 
of you in regard to the dairy production on your farm dur- 
ing 1919. First, they will want to know how many gallons 
of milk were produced on your farm in 1919, this to in- 
clude not only the number of gallons sold but also that 
used in the production of butter and cheese consumed in 
your own household or fed to your animals. Then they 
will ask you to be more specific and tell them how many 
gallons of milk were sold during the year, how many 
gallons of cream, how many gallons of butter fat, how 
many pounds of butter were made and how many were sold, 
and also how many pounds of cheese. The amount of money 
received from the sale of each of these products will also 
be asked. You can save time and make your return much 
more complete and answers more satisfactory if you will 
get this information together now and have it in readiness 
when the census enumerator calls on you. If you have not 
kept definite records of all these points, it is expected that 
you will make as close an estimate as you can. Let us do 
our part in making the fourteenth decennial census reliable 
and complete so far as it relates to our industry. 





Whirlwind Holstein Cempaign 
Goes Far Over the Top 


HE purpose of this campaign was to line up every 
Holstein breeder and every local Holstein Associa- 
tion in Wisconsin to support a strong state organi- 

zation so that it would be possible for Wisconsin to have 
one or more men devoting their entire time toward de- 
veloping the interests of Wisconsin Holstein breeders. 

Whether this campaign was a success or not may 
be judged from the following report.

New York Test Situation Serious 


HAT breeders of New York State face a serious sit- 
i uation through shortage of official testers is shown 
by the following notice sent out by Prof. H. H. Wing, 

who is in charge of the official supervision in that state: 

“Owing to the difficulty in securing competent super- 
visors of Advanced Registry Records, we have reluctantly 
come to the conclusion that in order to give the widest 
service possible to the largest number of breeders it will be 
necessary to limit the services of advanced registry super- 
visors until the present stringency is relieved. 

Supervisors will be sent to take care of all monthly 
supervisions of cows of any breed on yearly test as nearly 
within the calendar month as possible. 

On and after Dec. 20, 1919, no supervisor will be al- 
lowed to remain more than ten days in one place if there 
are other breeders waiting for supervisors at that time. 

Supervisors who shall have been twenty days at one 
place on Dec. 15th, will be subject to transfer without 
notice. . 

When a supervisor is transferred at the end of the ten 
day limit, the owner may file a new application for a super- 
visor for any particular date or for the first supervisor free 
in his turn. 

In order to serve the largest number of breeders and to 
get the best results it is strongly urged that breeders do not 
begin their tests until the cows have been fresh at least 
fourteen days.

further that he is finding it very difficult te get satishemene 
men. 

The cooperation and consideration of th 
themselves is earnestly requested in helping rere 
present emergency. In his letter Prof. Wing calls atten- 
tion to an instance where one breeder has been “hogging” 
a supervisor by keeping a man unemployed for a week or 
ten days in order to hold him for the time his next cow was 
ready to go on test.

WINNEBAGO COUNTY BREEDERS HOLD ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Winnebago County Holstein 
Bree€ers Association, held at Oshkcsh, Wis., on Monday, 
December 15, ran amuck the cold wave but the fifteen be- 
low temperature never touched it. When President Hans 
Anderson called the meeting to order it was found that 100 
of the 215 members were able to answer “present” and help 
round out the most successful year which the association 
has ever enjoyed. 

The business sessions were held at the courthouse 
while at noon a banquet was served at the Athearn. It had 
been planned to have a post prandial program but the 
prospect of a busy afternoon made it necessary to eliminate 
the speeches and substitute a community sing engineered 
by Reid Murray and County Agent G. A. Sell. 

When the meeting was called to order in the afternoon 
it got right down to brass tacks and did a lot of things. 
Here are a few of them: 

Voted to back up the boys and girls Holstein Calf Club 
and limit the distribution of calves to registered Holstein 
heifers. . 

Indorsed the federal plan for the eradication of tuber- 
culosis and recommended that every member test his own 
herd annually and urge his neighbors to do so. 

Indorsed official testing and recommended that every 
member test his herd to determine its value. 

Went on record in favor of erecting a sales pavilion 
and appointed a committee of seven members to co-operate 
with a similar committee of the Winnebago County 
Guernsey Breeders Association in financing the undertak- 
ing. 

Went on record as favoring the organization of a State 
Mutual Insurance Company to insure live stock. 

Round Out Successful Year 

The report of Secretary-Treasurer Louis Sorenson 
showed that the year had been a successful one in all re- 
spects. The membership totals 216, many of them young 
breeders of Holsteins. The first sale held under the auspices 
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of the association resulted in placing a 1 

pure bred Holsteins in the hands of Winnebagd Gen ad 
breeders. Incidentally the association which had ere 
these animals in nearby counties, for the benefit of se 
breeders to whom they were sold at public auction setae 
$861.34 by the transaction. Diss: se 

That the association means to protect the sm 
who buys at its sales is well illustrated by an icine ee 
lated at the meeting by Secretary Sorenson. One iam 
breeder, a beginner, had bought a cow soon due to freshen 
The cow was 11 years old and the fact that she was carry. 
ing a calf from a good bull caused her to bring a liberal 
price. This cow lost her calf and while the purchaser was 
disappointed, he did not complain. However the association 
felt it should do something. It therefore drew on its syr. 
plus, bought a calf and turned it over to the man who had 
em 4 supposed, bought two but only got one addition to his 

erd. 

A bull sale held at the annual picnic resulted in placing 
a number of registered bulls of good quality among Winne. 
bago county farmers and at the same time netted the as- 
sociation a small profit in dollars. 

The Boys and Girls Calf Club for 1919 was a success but 
that of 1920 will set a new high standard. 

One of the features of the meeting was the enthusiastic 
reception given to the report of the committee on Boys 
and Girls Calf Clubs. This committee was headed by 
Walter Schroeder of Oshkosh. The report which was 
adopted by a unanimous vote provides that the Winnebago 
County Holstein Breeders Association shall make the calf 
club work one of its main activities for 1920. 

The plan as adopted stipulates that: Nothing but pure 
bred Holstein heifer calves are to be placed in the club. 

The county superintendent of schools and all rural 
teachers are to be requested to co-operate in this work. 

Members of the Winnebago County Holstein Breeders 
Association are to give sixteen pure bred Holstein heifer 
calves as special prizes, one for each township in Winne- 
bago County, the calf to go to the school which produces 
the most calf club members. The contest is to close May 
15. The calves thus awarded as prizes are to be sold at 
public auction, the proceeds going to the winning school to 
be used for any purpose it may see fit. It is provided that no 
calf is to be awarded in any township unless some school 
shall have produced six or more calf club members. 

Each member of the Winnebago County Holstein Breed- 
ers Association must secure at least two members for the 
calf club. 

Advisers to the calf club members are to be anvpointed. 

Arrangements are to be made with the Winnebago 
County Fair Association for appropriate prizes for calf 
club winners. 

For Clean Herds 

The association took unequivocal ground on the ques- 
tion of the eradication of tuberculosis. The report sub- 
mitted by the committee on tuberculosis eradication of 
which Frank J. Merrill of Neenah, was chairman and which 
was unanimously adopted provides that: 

The Winnebago County Holstein Breeders Association 
do all in its power to continue and extend the work of test- 
ing cattle for tuberculosis. 

Every member of the association be urged to test his 
herd and have his neighbor do the same. 

The president shall appoint a committee of three in- 
cluding the county agent to consult with the state veterin- 
arian and the federal man in charge of tuberculosis work 
for Wisconsin regarding prompt settlement of indemnity 
for reactors and regarding any other phases of the work 
which may promote the best interests of farmers and 
breeders. 

The Association shall request the county fair associa- 
tion to require all cattle over one year of age to be show! 
at the county fair to have been tested within a year and 
to have been found free from tuberculosis. 


Wanted A Sales Pavilion 


The association was practically unanimous in the 
opinion that Winnebago County should have a sales pavi- 
lion. Archie Calder of Allenville, was chairman of a special 
committee charged with the investigation of the sales pavi- 
lion matter. That committee made a favorable report on 
the project and recommended the appointment of a special 
committee of seven members to meet with a similar com- 
mittee from the Guernsey Breeders Association to work out 
a plan and finance the undertaking. It was the concensus of 
opinion that the pavilion should be erected within the next 
year. : ;

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Western Ascalon—A Colorado Producer 


In these uncertain days, when the 
economic life of the country can well 
be compared to the proverbial race of 
hare and tortoise, with the tortoise of 
demand constantly threatening to 
outstrip the hare of supply, unusual 
interest is centered on the farm, the 
home of the hare. To this interest, 
attention is called to the work of one 
of the “foster mothers of the world,” 
a Holstein Freisian cow. 

Especially to those hundreds of 
thousands of returned soldiers, who 
thru the dust of camp and smoke of 
battle have scented the joys of the 
open country, should these facts prove 
of interest and instruction. For, con- 
sciously or not, they look with yearn- 
ing upon the land, and wonder could 


Storrs H. Hall, own the Western Hol- 
stein Farm and its pure bred herd.

it be made to pay. This record is of 
efficient service, and the keynotes of 
army life, discipline and system, were 
but the stepping stones to that same 
end. No one of such trained men but 
would apply this training to his civi- 
lian trade or profession. I often won- 
dered as I “commenced grooming” on 
some artillery “chunk”, or cleaned 
and wiped a “bit”, immediately fol- 
lowing mounted drill, would such ef- 
fort pay, on the farm? 

Cows are not a part of military 
equipment. If they were, I am certain 
they would receive the same care and 
attention that was given Western 
Ascalon, this Holstein Friesian cow, 
and for the same ultimate object, ef- 
ficient service. It was on the 24th of 
last October that I arrived at the 
Western Holstein Farm, a few miles 
beyond Denver, Colorado, to begin a 
thirty day official test on Western As- 
ealon. Before going into the details of 
her work during this period, it would 
be well to say something of this senior 
three-year-old, of her life and its sur- 
roundings. 

Two pioneers of the Holstein breed 
in the Centennial State, Carlos W. and 


Friesian registry as Western Ascalon, 
318203. This well born heifer calf 
played in the same lot and thrived on 
the same feed as the rest of the fall 
calf crop of this farm, until thirteen 
months of age. As a senior calf she 
was placed in the show string and 
fitted for the Western National Stock 
show of 1917. At this great annual ex- 
hibit she was destined to become 
Grand Champion female of her breed. 

Two years and a half after her 
crowning effort in the show ring, and 
eight days following her third freshen- 
ing, we begin with Western Ascalon 
on these thirty days of efficient work. 
Thruout her test, she was fed, cared 
for and milked four times a day by C. 
W. Hall, one of her owners. Mr. Hall 
is a feeder of many years’ experience. 
It is interesting to note and compare 
the feeding records of such a practical 
feeder with those of the State experi- 
ment stations and agricultural col- 
leges. 

Following a continual milking 
period of twenty-three months, West- 
ern Ascalon was carried thru thirty 
dry days in fair flesh on a daily ration 
of twelve pounds grain and 85 Ibs. al- 
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falfa roughage. When her mil 

tion began, this 12 Ibs. pre pig 
creased gradually to 16 lbs. Any effort 
to crowd her work by increasing the 
grain allowance of corn chop invari- 
ably resulted in decreased milk pro- 
duction. The second time this increase 
was added, there was a drop in both 
milk and butter yield. 

To balance the grain ration of 1% 
part corn chops, 1 part corn and oat 
feed, 1 part wheat bran, and Y% part 
oil meal, the following dry roughage 
green roughage and silage was added, 
25 lbs. third cutting. second grade, a). 
falfa hay; 18 lbs. stock beets; and 20 
lbs. corn silage. With this was fed 15 
Ibs. of apples daily. The apples West. 
ern Ascalon consumed were a good 
deal like the watermelons the old 
negro enjoyed so much, when found 
to have no known food value he won- 
dered why he thrived so well on them. 

Wolf and Lehmann’s modified feed. 
ing standard for dairy cows allows x 
nutritive ratio of from 1:6.1 to 1:7.2. It 
is interesting to note that the bal- 
anced ration fed Western Ascalon had 
a nutritive ratio of 1:6.8, the mean be- 
tween these two limits. The cost of 
this balanced ration was 87c per day. 
For every 100 lbs. of feed units con- 
sumed this young heifer returned 
$7.15. The profit on Western Ascalon 
for thirty days was $41.45. Butter fat 
production was valued at $69.83. Feed 
consumed cost $26.38; labor was esti- 
mated at $3.33 1-3, partially offset by 
a manurial value of $1.33 1-3. 

Mr. Hall’s ration for his cow con- 
tained 43.5 lbs. of dry matter, 4.3 Ibs. 
of crude protein, and 29.5 Ibs. of com- 
bined carbohydrates and fats. The 
weights set by standard for a 1400-lb. 
cow, yielding an average of 93 lbs. of 
milk daily, are as follows: 42 lbs. of 
dry matter, 6.8 Ibs. of crude protein, 
and 33 Ibs. of carbo-hydrates and fats. 
Thus it can be seen that Mr. Hall’s 
feeding, regulated by the work of his 
cow, does not vary to any marked de- 
gree from this standard. 

Western Ascalon’s first official day’s 
milking, beginning at 2 a. m. on the 
morning of October 25th, netted 73.5 
Ibs. of milk, testing 4.2%. Until the 
18th of November, when she reached 
the height of her daily production, 
102.2 Ibs., her milk yield was on the 
incline, with but slight weight fluctua- 
tions. However, in the same manner, 
butter yield was on the decline. After 
she topped the 100 Ib. mark, butter fat 
rose rapidly, until on the 22nd of No- 
vember, four days later, she reached 
her record mark of 3.26 lbs. Due to 
this rise, her official test was con- 
continued four days, and was con 
pleted on Thanksgiving day. Total 
milk production for the thirty days 
reached 2813.5 Ibs., making 97.91 Ibs. 
of butter. 

This record shows the work of a 
great heifer, bred right, fed and 
handled to combine the practical with 
the scientific. To my mind it shows 
the reward which is among the herds 
and on the farm for the boys return- 
ing from France with a new idea for 
a new life.

The Sacramento Cow Testing As- 
sociation, which originated the first 
dairy cow competition for a local as- 
sociation in America, is closing its 
first year and soon $3000 in prizes will 
be awarded. It is apparent that the 
Holsteins will share largely in the 
honors. President Arthur Greene of 
the Association, who happens to be a 
budding Holstein breeder, is planning 
a big dinner of all dairymen in the as- 
sociation and the donors of prizes 
when the competition comes to a 
close, Judge Peter J. Shields of Sac- 
ramento, a popular dairy authority of 
California, will be the toastmaster. 
Records already compiled show that 
for the month of October the number 
of cows on the honor roll of the as- 
sociation have increased three fold 
while the total number of cows en- 
tered for testing has but doubled. This 
remarkable increase in heavy produc- 
ers is attributed to better feeding ana 
rigid culling under the competition.

COUNCIL TO STUDY FOOD pRog. 
LEMS 

The National Research Council has 
formed a special committee on Food 
and Nutrition Problems, composed of 
a group of the most eminent physi- 
ological chemists and nutrition experts 
of the country. The members are: 
Carl Alsberg, Chief, Bureau of Chem. 
istry, Department of Agriculture; . 
P. Armsby, Director of Institute of An. 
imal Nutrition, Pennsylvania State 
College; Isabel Bevier, Director of De- 
partment of Home Economics, Uni- 
versity of Illinois; E. B. Forbes, Chief, 
Department of Nutrition, Ohio. Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station; W. H. 
Jordan, Director, N. Y. Agricultural 
Experiment Station; Graham Lusk, 
Professor of Physiology, Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical College; C. F. Lang- 
worthy, Chief of Office of Home Ec. 
onomics, Department of Agriculture; 
E. V. McCollum, Professor of Biochem- 
istry, School of Public Health and Hy- 
giene, Johns Hopkins University; L. 
B. Mendel, Professor of Physiological 
Chemistry, Yale University; J. R. Mur- 
lin, Professor of Physiology and Di- 
rector of Department of Vital Econom- 
ics, University of Rochester; R. A. 
Pearson, President of Iowa State Ag- 
ricultural College; H. C. Sherman, 
Professor of Food Chemistry, Colum- 
bia University; A. E. Taylor, Rush 
Professor of Physiological Chemistry, 
University of Pennsylvania; and A. F. 
‘Woods, Botanist, President of Mary- 
land State College of Agriculture. 

This committee will devote its at- 
tention and activities to the solution 
of important problems connected with 
the nutritional values and most ef- 
fective grouping and preparation of 
foods, both for human and animal use. 
Special attention will be given to nat- 
ional food conditions and to compre- 
hensive problems involving the coord- 
inated services of numerous investi- 
gators and laboratories. 

The committee, with the support of 
the Council, is arranging to obtain 
funds for the support of its researches, 
and will get under way just as soon as 
possible, certain specific investigations 
already formulated by individual com- 
mittee members and sub-committees. 
These include studies of the compara- 
tive food values of meat and milk and 
of the conditions of production of 
these foods in the United States to- 
gether with the whole problem of an- 
imal nutrition; the food conditions in 
hospitals, asylums, and similar insti- 
tutions; the nutritional standards of 
infancy and adolescence; the formation 
of a national institute of nutrition; 
and other problems of similarly large 
and nationally important character.—

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Ormsby Korndyke Lad 


HROUGH the kindness of his owner it was my recent 

good fortune to see for the first time the great bull 

Ormsby Korndyke Lad, a sire that has recently be- 
come a figure of national importance in the Holstein world 
and one that, by reason of the developments now taking 
place, promises to occupy for a considerable time a fore- 
most position among the greatest bulls of the breed. 

To give thanks to any individual for the success that 
has come to this bull would be quite impossible due to 
numberless handicaps earlier in life, so that his record of 
performance to date is the best illustration of his real 
yalue as a sire. 

I venture the opinion that Ormsby Korndyke Lad is 
today one of the three or four greatest living bulls. I in- 
clude others in this classification because some of them 
surpass Ormsby Korndyke Lad in a certain few respects, 
put if you will carefully study over the accomplishments of 
his daughters during the past eighteen months, you will 
find that he compares most favorably with all other bulls, 
living or dead. While sires before him have made history 
through the work of their daughters, their records cover 
a considerably longer period of time—Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad’s success being crowded into the short space of 
eighteen months — 
and it is because of 
his unusual achieve- 
ments in that period 
I hold to the asser- 
tion that Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad’s 
blood shows at the 
present time the 
greatest strength — 
is more prepotent, so 
to speak. 

No sire of the 
breed has come into 
greater prominence 
within so limited a 
time. Considerably 
less than two years 
ago we first heard of 
Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad in a _ national 
way—it was then his 
daughter, O K L 
Pearl Tula, that 
since has come 
through with a most 
wonderful year rec- 
ord, made her 
world's record eight 
months after calv- 
ing, to be followed within a short period by the eight 
months after calving world record for both milk and butter 
made by O K L Albina, this to be followed by the strictly 
official year record of the latter heifer which is today the 
largest ever made by a heifer of her age under strictly 
official test. As these records were being made they served 
only in a small way to convey some impression of what 
the future held for Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 

It has been, however, during the past eighteen months 
that he has loomed up more brilliantly than ever, espec- 
ially because it was the first real opportunity any of his 
daughters have had to prove their productive ability, and 
the results of these tests, at present in the short time per- 
iods, have securely established him among the greatest of 
living sires. 

Twelve months ago the first of his daughters started on 
their semi-official tests and now as the year draws to a 
close their work in this division far overshadows that of 
the short time test and promises to furnish a new chapter 
in Holstein history. 

Before we go further into the work of the daughters 
of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, it is fitting to refer briefly to his 
breeding, to his earlier history and the handicaps to which 
he was subjected. Ormsby Korndyke Lad was born January 
3, 1910, the property of Harry B. Davis of Chester, N. Y., 
so that he is today approximately ten years of age. Later 
he was acquired by Tranquillity Farms but finally found his 
way back to the place of his birth, and from Mr. Davis, 
Ezra Holbert acquired a half interest in him. It was in 
the herds of Mr. Davis, Howard Seely, Tranquillity Farms 
and Mr. Holbert that he sired his first crop of daughters, 
which are now building for him his enviable reputation.

When the Holbert herd was dispersed, his interest in 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad was offered to Julius Schmid, 
owner of Beaver Dam Stock Farm, then an amateur in the 
business, so to speak, but always an admirer of beautiful 
animals. In fact, his purchase of Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
was prompted more by reason of the individual quality of 
the bull than because of any premonition he might have 
had of his becoming the great sire he is today. The modest 
sum given for the acquired interest and the even more 
moderate price asked for the outstanding interest so in- 
fluenced Mr. Schmid that he became skeptical and re- 
fused to use the bull in his own herd. More as an accom- 
modation than anything else, he purchased with Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad five of his daughters, these including O K L 
Pearl Tula and O K L Albina, the former making 907 Ibs. 
butter in a year and the latter 962 lbs., both as two-year- 
olds. When these records were being brought out, Mr. 
Schmid came to realize more of the unknown value of 
the bull he had and this, with the fact that he very sudden- 
ly lost both of his other sires, prompted him to install 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad as the leading sire at Beaver Dam. 
As the work of his daughters becomes known, the wisdom 
of his judgment will never be questioned. 

The source of his 
real greatness is 
largely a matter of 
speculation, some 
choosing to call him 
an “Ormsby” sire 
while others class 
him as a “Posch” 
bull. I am not priv- 
ileged to disclose the 
Oowner’s views on 
this, but to express 
my own opinion in 
the matter, I would 
say he is more of a 
“Posch” bull than he 
is an “Ormsby.” My 
reason for this is 
based upon the fact 
that his daughters at 
Beaver Dam — and I 
have seen them all— 
are duplicates of 
Polly Posch,his dam. 
I believe their tre- 
mendous flow of milk 
is traceable to no 
other source. It will 
be recalled that she 
made over 34 Ibs. 
butter in 7 days and during one of her tests produced 
over 723 lbs. milk in 7 days, she having twice made over 
700 lb. in official test, and you will observe that this milk 
flow is characteristic of the daughters of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad. Ormsby Korndyke Lad is by King Korndyke Henger- 
veld Ormsby, and if the production of these daughters is 
in any way traceable to the Ormsby cross of their sire, 
then we are justified in expecting King Korndyke Henger- 
veld Ormsby to produce other sons comparatively as great 
as Ormsby Korndyke Lad, but up to the present time he 
has failed to do this. To further strengthen my assertion, 
Beryl Pontiac Korndyke, likewise from Polly Posch but 
with a very limited list of tested daughters, has produced 
a 3-year-old with over 600 lbs. milk and a 4-year-old with 
nearly as much. 

As the fourteen daughters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, as 
they are listed below, completed their 30-lb. records, giving 
him third position among the living sires and crediting him 
with 46 per cent of his daughters over the 30-lb. mark, as 
well as the honor of having more 30-lb. daughters than 
any other sire of his age, breeders could not fail to recog- 
nize in him a most unusual sire. _ 
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I presume it is safe to say 
that many breeders believed 
his success was confined and 
that his reputation would be 
built almost entirely upon the 
work of his daughters in the 
short time classes. I opine 
they had no conception of 
what he was to become as 
a sire of long distance cows. 
A review of such information 
as has been published regard- 
ing his daughters in long time 
tests shows that Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad at the present 
time has two 2-year-old daugh- 
ters both of which have made 
over 22,000 lbs. milk in a 
year and his first three 2-year- 
old daughters have completed 
year records that show an 
average of 960 lbs. butter 
from 21505 lbs. milk, all of 
these heifers making their 
records with first calf. In addition, four other daughters 
have finished year records which have been reported, one 
of them in mature form making 910 lbs. butter from 19361

In one respect the daughters of Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
are entirely different from those of any other bull J have 
known. I refer to their remarkable uniformity and unusual 
persistency in production. Indeed, they seem to have been 
made in the same cast. In reviewing the list we find no 
sensational high record daughters to bolster up the aver. 
age, neither do we find any poor ones to draw it down 
As two-year-olds not a single one of his daughters have 
made under 900 lbs., the highest having made 1011 hs 
while in his mature daughters none of them have gone 
under the 900-lb. mark and up to a production which I 

- am not privileged to ap. 
nounce. It will also be noted 
that the total list of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad’s daughters to 
date, at an average age of 
4 years have averaged to pro- 
duce over 1000 lbs. butter ang

It is hard to discriminate 
among his daughters, but un- 
questionably the one attract- 
ing the most attention at the 
present time is O K L Pearl 
Tula.

As we look back on the work of this 
sire and call to mind his rapid rise,

Knowing of the opportunity Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad will have and some- 
thing of the plan that is under way 
for his development, it is no idle con- 
tention to say that he will surely be- 
come a century sire and in all prob- 
ability the list of his 1000 and 20,000-Ib. 
daughters will be unsurpassed by any 
other sire. 

The work of the daughters of Orms- 
by Korndyke Lad has made Beaver 
Dam Stock Farm the Mecca for all 
Holstein breeders admiring animals 
that combine with their production 
individual quality that is beyond com- 
parison. In this respect Ormsby Korn- 
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dyke Lad animals are not found want- 
ing. The pictures of his several 
daughters used in ‘connection with 
this story strikingly illustrate their 
similarity in type and bring out most 
forcibly their smoothness of finish, 
beautiful top lines, deep bodies, per- 
fect udders and most unusual veining, 
with from four to 10 milk wells not 
an uncommon thing among them.

I have written of the work of this 
sire and his daughters as they im- 
pressed me on the occasion of a visit 
less than six weeks ago. My only 
suggestion to you is that you go to 
Beaver Dam and observe them under 
the same conditions—you will depart 
with the same enthusiasm as have 
countless others. 

Ormsby Korndyke Lad and his 
daughters are building a lasting monu- 
ment to the Holstein-Friesian breed.

United States; but there are tens of 
thousands of herds to be cleaned up 
and thousands of counties to be freed 
of tuberculosis before we can lay 
any claim to substantial progress in 
the eradication of the disease. 

Our forces now are and most nec- 
essarily would always be absolutely 
inadequate under the present plan of 
operation; that is, the employment 
only of official veterinarians in this 
work. But does the present plan 
represent all the ideas and concep- 
tions of the necessity for conducting 
his campaign? It does not. It was 
never contemplated that satisfactory

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progress could be made in the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis by the employ- 
ment only of State and Federal of- 
ficials whose entire time was devoted 
te the work of the respective Govern- 
ments by which they are employed 
The scope of this work—its propor. 
tions—were duly recognized at the 
time the work was launched. Those 
in charge of the work recognized 
from the first, the tremendous task 
undertaken and they well understood 
that, if satisfactory progress was to 
be made, every available competen- 
person in the United States who 
could lend their assistance to the 
campaign must necessarily be enliste4 
as a co-operating force so that satis. 
factory progress might be made. 

I have the honor to submit to you 
the following proposed plan for aggo- 
ciating approved private veterinari- 
ans with the accredited herd plan: 

1. When a herd has been officially 
accredited continuously by the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
State for a period of two years, it 
may then be tuberculin tested annual. 
ly by any veterinarian whose name is 
upon the accredited list of veterin- 
arians approved of by tha United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry 
provided that before any veterinarian 
other than one who devotes his entire 
time to the work of any State or the 
Bureau of Animal Industry can be 
approved for accredited herd work, 
he shall have passed an examination 
conducted by the proper livestock 
sanitary official of the State in which 
he resides, and the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. He then shall be eligible 
to conduct annual tuberculin tests 
upon herds which have been officiallv 
accredited upon dates approved of by 
the proper state live-stock sanitary 
official and the inspector in charge of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry in the 
State wherein the herd is located. 

2. No herd test can be made by any 
such an approved veterinarian unless 
he has instructions in writing from 
the State official to that effect. The 
dates of the annual tests for each 
herd shall be recorded in the State 
office and. also, in the office of the 
Inspector in Charge. On any annual 
test the State and Bureau reserve the 
right to have a regularly employed 
official present on the farm to super- 
vise the testing done by the approved 
veterinarian. 

3. The approved veterinarian shal! 
conduct each test strictly in accord- 
ance with instructions issued by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry to em- 
nloyees engaged in co-operative tuber- 
culosis eradication work. At. the 
conclusion of each test, the approved 
veterinarian shall submit to the 
State Veterinarian and the Inspector 
in Charge of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, a copy of the record of the 
test. 

4. Any animal of a herd under st:- 
vervision which may react in any 
herd tuberculin tested by an approved 
veterinarian shall be marked for the 
purpose of identification in accord- 
ance with the regulations of the State 
in which the animal is located. 

5. Tuberculin tests applied by vet- 
erinarian other than those regularly 
employed by the State and the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry shall be

paid for by the owner of the herd, or 
by the State. 

Regulation 7, the first Bureau regu- 
lation requiring the application of the 
tuberculin test for cattle shipped in- 
terstate, provides that practically all 
the testing shall be done by private 
veterinarians who have demonstrated 
that they are capable of making tests 
and at this time upward of six thous- 
and private veterinarians are upon 
the list and have been furnished cer- 
tificates by the bureau to tuberculin 
test cattle under that _ regulation. 
Where in all the annals of veterinary 
medicine has a2 more extensive, a 
more comprehensive, and a more 
rractical demonstration of tie desire 
of enlisting the private veterinarians to 
supplement the work of official veter- 
inary organizations charged with the 
responsibility of controlling and erad- 
icating infectious diseases, even been 
ecnsummated? The bureau has en 
ceavored in that way to enlist the 
services of every qualified veterin- 
arian in America in the campaign of 
tuberculosis eradication. It was noi 
a secondery thought that produced 
this existing plan. It was conceived 
at the outset and carried into execu- 
tion at the most propitious moment. 
Some few people have conceived the 
idea that the State veterinarians and 


tle Bureau work a gross injustice 
upon them when in the accredited- 
herd plan they provided that tests 


should be made only by official em- 
ployees. The error in so construing 
the preparation of that plan is that 
anybody designedly left out the pri- 
vate veterinarian. The accredited 
herd plans provides that the _ test 
shall be made by a State or Bureau 
employee. In my judgment it is a 
wise provision. I do -not think that 
there would be any way to destroy and 
cast into ignominious oblivion the 
accredited-herd vian in any quicker 
way than to permit herds to become 
accreditéd upon a test made by every 
individual, private practicing veterin- 
arian in the United States. 

To place the accredited-herd plar 
on the basis of a test by every veter- 
inarian would be putting it in the 
same position as the interstate move- 
ment of cattle has been for ten years. 
Immediately there would spring up 
in practically every State the skepti- 
cism that has existed for years as to 
the reliability of the test—and where 
would the accredited herds be, if ir 
one State there were a hundred herd: 
upon the list that were absolutely 
ignored in ten other States? If State 
“A” had 100 herds and State “B” had 
100 prospective purchasers of pure 
bred cattle, but State “B” had nv 
confidence in the reliability of the 
accredited herds in State “A”, what 
would it avaii that State to have an 
accredited-herd list? Would it not be 
absolutely upon the same basis as the 
interstate movement of cattle has 
been for ten years? And would not 
these various States say: “We do not 
accept accredited herds from _ State 
“A” or State “D” or State “L”. We 
do accept acvredited herds from 
State “C” and State “K” under cer- 
tain conditions and restrictions and 
interpretations. They may come into 
the State provided we retest them 
in 60 days.” Would that be an ac: 
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credited herd plan that you would be 
proud of, or that any State would 
take interest in or any legislature ap- 
propriate money to maintain, or any 
breeder, any reliable and responsible 
breeder, take any pride in being a 
member of? in contrast to that 
ccndition which { think would exist 
if herds were accredited on the same 
basis as cattle were tested for inter 
state shipment for many years, is 
our aecredited-herd system today 
containing more than 1,000 herds and 
representing m.any thousands of cat- 
tle. After having the official ap- 
proval of the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture and uf every sovereign 
State in Ameriea an accredited herd 
may move from one _ State into 
another State now at any time the 
owner desires to move it or any mem- 
ber of it without any additional tuber- 
culin test. Furthermore, a member 
of an accredited herd or the entire 
herd itself may move from any State 
in the United States into the Domin- 
ion of Canada and the Argentine Re- 
public or the Republic of Chile, and 
I dare say to every country in the 
world that wili accept our cattle with- 
out any additional tuberculin test. 
These herds are tested annually and 
those that are accredited receive a 
certificate from the State and the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture which the owner may use to 
teil the world thst, as far as human 
ingenuity and the best biological 
agencies that have ever been found 
can detect the presence of tubercu- 
losis, his herd is free of that disease. 

Is there a person within the hearing 
of my voice that can find any reason- 
able complaint with a plan that can 
pick out of a chaotic condition the 
cattle industry of America and, with- 
in a period of 2 years, place it upon a 
pedestal that can withstand the darts 
of criticism? Can any person reason- 
ably object to the accredited-herd plan 
that the live-stock owners of America 
has endorsed and that practically 
every pure bred association in Ameri- 
ca has gone on record by instructing 
their members and urging their mem- 
bers to place their herds on such list 
at the earliest possible date? It is a 
matter of great pride that the speaker 
is so fortunate as to be linked up with 
a work that has so much worth behina 
it that the breeders of America claim 
it as the greatest step ever undertaken 
in the control of tuberculosis. Shall 
the private veterinarian take a part in 
accredited-herd listing? Yes: he shall 
take a part equal to any person now 
engaged in that work provided he 
demonstrates that he is capable of do- 
ing the work, provided he demon- 
strates that he does the work the same 
as those engaged in it, and provided 
he does it in a business like way at 
the time it is intended that it shall be 
done. The live-stock world cares little 
whether tuberculosis is eradicated by 
private veterinarians or officials of the 
States and Federal Government, but it 
is concerned in the conservation of 
its resources and it does not propose 
to permit tuberculosis to spread until 
practically all the herds, bovine and 
procine, are infected. It has called the 
halt on the great white plague so far 
as it affects the cattle and swine. It 
says, we believe, that when tubercu- 
losis has advanced at the rate of 1 per 
cent per annum among the swine of 
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America for the last 10 


: years wi 
prospects that it will continue pe 
spread at an increasing rate unless 


checked we should be traitor 
Nation if we did not make ptt po 
deavor to check the ravages of the 
disease at this time. It further Says w 
the State livestock Sanitary officials 
and to the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, “Your organizations are 
charged with the responsibility for 
the control and eradication of infec- 
tious diseases of live stock and we 
hold you accountable for the progress 
that tuberculosis has made and the 
prospects of its further advancement. 
The burden is upon your organizations 
to check its spread and we, with our 
organization, and through our indiyi- 
dual efforts, are going to hold you 
strictly to account. If tuberculosis is 
an eradicable disease, you must eradi- 
cate it!” It strikes me that if we don’t 
eradicate it, some one else will get the 
job; through some other organizu- 
tions, State and Federal, an effort will 
be made to exterminate tuberculosis. 
We have a tolerant people in this Na- 
tion— easy-going, good-natured, will- 
ing to overlook mistakes, sympathetic 
and tolerant, but all these virtués have 
a limitation and this same people 
when they make their minds up to do 
a thing they never fail. 

The accredited herd plan has been 
endorsed by every pure bred cattle 
breeding association in the United 
States and has been approved by prac- 
tically every agricultural and liv- 
stock journal of America. The plan is 
not perfect but it is reliable. It has 
withstood the test of time, and today 
it stands approved. That it can be im- 
proved here and there, that is no 
gainsaying but the plan, if followed, 
will be the beacon light to guide the 
cattle industry of America in the era- 
dication of tuberculosis. From time to 
time accredited herds will be found to 
contain tuberculous animals, and some 
owners will be disappointed and may 
question its success, as some indivi- 
duals question the skill of the surgeon 
or the observations of the astronomer 
or the reckoning of the marin- 
er, the ability of the lawyer, or the 
diagnosis of the physician, or the wis- 
dom of the philosopher, or the accura- 
cy of the scientist. The accredited 
herd plan will make errors the same 
as flesh and blood and every plan de- 
vised by man. As the seed fails to 
germinate and the soil fails to func- 
tion, and the tides over reach their 
normal ebb and flow, so will the ac- 
credited-herd plan fail to reach the 
acme of perfection; but if we veteri- 
narians fulfill all our obligations, if 
we render to the accredited herd plan 
and to the industry, with the health 
of which we are charged and have 
sworn to protect, the best services 
which we are capable of rendering, 
the accredited-herd plan will have so 
few errors charged against it that it 
will take its place among the human 
instruments devised by man for the 
perfection of man’s worldly goods. If 
we cooperate with the same earnest- 
ness that the veterinary profession 
has cooperated in the extermination 
of other infectious diseases of the 
United States, the accredited-herd 
plan will have done more to raise the 
veterinary profession in the estima- 
tion of the live-stock world and in the 
estimation of this Nation and the na- 
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tions of the world than any work it 
has ever undertaken. American veter- 
inarians have assumed a great respon- 
sibility in undertaking to eradicate 
tuberculosis. They do it, not with the 
idea that it is an easy task, but thar 
it is the most gigantic work ever as- 
sumed by them. Their aim is to eradi- 
cate tuberculosis from every pure bred 
herd in America so that it may be on 
the accredited-herd list. In 20 years 
from now what will be the status of a 
herd that is not accredited? Will it be 
necessary to have a discredited-hera 
list? The accredited-herd plan _ is 
worthy of the support of the indivi- 
dual veterinarian, of the county asso- 
ciation, of the state veterinary asso- 
ciation, and of the greatest veterinary 
association of the world, the American 
Veterinary Medical Association. 
When an area is freed of tubercu- 
losis how shall we protect it against 
the invasion of diseased animals? It 
must be admitted that, if an area is 
freed of tuberculosis, it would avail 
very little to the residents of that area 
unless some means were devised for 
preventing the introduction of tuber- 
culous animals. If a county such as Is- 
Iond County in the state of Washing- 
ton, or the District of Columbia, 
wherein our capital is located, eradi- 
cates tuberculosis from its cattle, is it 
asking too much to put such territory 
in a little different status from coun- 
ties or states wherein it is known that 
the disease exists to a considerable 
degree? If the state of Idaho or any 
other state is freed of bovine tuber- 
culosis, should it be kept in the same 
status as another state wherein tuber- 
culosis exists among 30 per cent of 
the cattle? Today we have a Federa: 
regulation requiring the tuberculin 
testing of cattle for inter-state ship- 
ment. Would it be justice to the live- 
stock owners of a_tuberculosis-free 
Idaho, to the live-stock owners of Is- 
land County, Washington, or to the 
live-stock owners of the District of 
Columbia, to require that their cattle 
shall be tyberculin tested before their 
cattle will be allowed to move inter- 
state when no tuberculosis exists 
within their confines? It is true that 
those territories, the county, the state 
and the district referred to, are com- 
paratively small units; but there are 
other states representing more than 
one-half of the area of this country 
that are comparatively free from 
tuberculosis, and it is reasonable to 
expect that within the next 10 years 
those states will be practically freed 
from the disease. Should we not be 
looking forward to the time when this 
area should be classed as free so that 
the movement of cattle interstate 
might be facilitated without any tu- 
berculin test? The State of Georgie 
now proposes to eradicate what little 
tuberculosis exists in the 3 northwest- 
ern counties of the state. What will it 
profit the owners in those 3 counties 
after they come through with the work 
and had exterminated the disease, if 
they are required to have their cattle 
tested the same jas cattle tested in 
states wherein the disease exists ex- 
tensively? Starting at the Potomac 
River, going south to the Gulf of Mexi- 
eo, and west to the California line, and 
going west from the Washington 
Monument. all that territory south of 
the Ohio River is comparatively free 
from tuberculosis. In addition to that, 
take the states of Oregon, Washing- 
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ton, Utah, Idaho, Montana, North Da- 
kota, Wyoming, and Nevada, and pos- 
sibly some that are not mentioned; 
they are comparatively free from tu- 
berculosis. 

In all that territory and within all 
the states enumerated, tuberculosis 
exists among the dairy herds recently 
established or herds of longer stand- 
ing that were established with the 
seed foundation imported from other 
states. That is a very serious charg: 
that those states were free from tu 
berculosis until animals were im- 
ported into them from other states. 
The grounds upon which that state- 
ment is predicated is the experience 
of tuberculin testing all of the herds 
in that territory for a period of 2 years 
and the more extensive testing of 
herds in those respective states under 
the supervision of the state veterin- 
arians. You can go into the native 
herds where no importations have 
been made and where the animals 
have not come into contact with herds 
containing recent importations, and 
no tuberculosis is found. Can any per- 
son question for one moment the right 
and duty of a state official having 
such conditions to employ every pos- 
sible restriction and regulation to 
keep the disease out of his state? 
Why, he has the unanimous support of 
the live-stock industry and he has the 
resources, the entire resources, of his 
state, physical and financial, to back 
him up in freeing the territory of the 
disease! What is his reward and the 
reward of the people going to be when 
they do get rid of the disease? Shall 
they be required, whenever they de- 
sire to ship an animal interstate, to 
have it tuberculin tested the same as 
other states where the disease has ob- 
tained a strong hold? Would it not be 
sufficient for those herds to be an- 
nually tested or occasionally tested 
and it will be necessary to test them 
to be certain that the disease does not 
exist. 

I submit to you the recommendation 
that as rapidly as territory is freed of 
tuberculosis it be designated as free 
territory and that the movement of 
cattle from that territory interstate, 
except cattle under local quarantine, 
be permitted without restrictions so 
far as tuberculosis is concerned. In 
10 years we should have in the Unitea 
States an area approaching more than 
2,000,000 square miles that will be 
virtually free of the disease. This will 
represent. in round numbers, two- 
thirds of the total area of the United 
States. This may seem visionary to 
some but it is not any more specula- 
tive than was the program outlined in 
1906 for the eradication of splenetic 
fever of cattle. You will recall that at 
that time there was quarantined on 
account of the existence of the cattle 
tick more than 700,000 square miles of 
territory in this country. The plans 
in operation for the eradication of the 
tick when the work was inaugurated 
were the rotaton of pastures and the 
mopping of infested cattle with the 
grease rag. Both methods were later 
supplanted by a more modern and ap- 
proved method; namely, the dipping 
vat which is now in universal use in 
the extermination of that disease. The 
point I wish to make, however, is that 
in 1906 it was known that the cattle 
tick could be eradicated and the 
bureau proclaimed that it was en- 
gaged in a campaign to exterminate 
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that parasite from more than 700,000 
Square miles of territory within ‘the 
Union. The end of that campaign is in 
sight as it is contemplated that the 
work will be practically completeg 
well within 5 years from this date. | 
grant that it is very much easier ‘to 
exterminate the tick from an infested 
area than to eradicate tuberculosis 
from a herd but we have knowledge 
and confidence born of experience that 
the latter disease can be exterminated 
from a herd and that hundreds of 
herds have been freed of tuberculosis 
Accepting those facts, as we are com- 
pelled to, we have confidence that 
wherever and whenever an owner and 
the manager and other persons in 
case of a tuberculous herd earnestly 
determine to rid it of the disease and 
put into practice the same methoas 
that have been tried and proved ade- 
quate, they will eventually succeed. 
It will be a difficult task but the effort 
will be crowned by victory when it is 
determinedly practiced. The responsi- 
bility for eradicating tuberculosis from 
individual herds rests upon the own- 
ers and persons in care of such herds. 
If they approach the problem withow 
decision, without determination, and 
without carrying out all the practices 
that are absolutely essential for suc- 
cess, they will fail. If they leave in 
the herds tuberculous animals that are 


.compromises of their own consciences, 


if they trifle with the results of the 
tuberculin test or any other reliable 
method of detecting the disease, they 
will fail. In every state today owners 
may obtain full instructions for eradi- 
cating tuberculosis. 

The campaign is just in its infancy. 
No person can forecast the date when 
this great work will be completed and 
it is unnecessary to make any esti- 
mate of how long it will take. It may 
be 50 years or a century before the 
end is in sight; but, what is a century 
if at the end of that brief space of 
time as compared with the ages that 
have passed and the time that is to 
come, the job is finished. If we pursue 
this campaign and it develops as it 
has progressed in the last 2 years, and 
we are working hand .in hand, breeder 
with breeder and veterinarian with 
veterinarian, there need be no appre- 
hension as to the ultimate outcome 
and as this generation relinquishes its 
responsibilities and they are assumed 
by their successors we need have no 
qualms of conscience as to the esti- 
mate they will have of our ability anc 
sincerity and temerity to have en- 
gaged in this enterprise; and what 
richer heritage can we bestow upon 
our successors than the preservation 
of the live stock of this nation which 
has been entrusted into the care of the 
breeders and the veterinarians dur- 
ing their reign upon this earth! There- 
fore, let us strive to be true to our- 
selves and show by our deeds that we 
were worthy of the trust imposed in 
us.

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Discussion on Long and Short Time Tests . 


A PLACE FOR BOTH TESTS 
Editor World: 


I have been greatly interested in the various articles 
in different papers including the World, regarding the 
merits and demerits of the short-time and long-time tests. 

But I cannot agree with the conclusions reached by 
the extreme advocates of either side. 

I am in favor of yearly work, yearly in the true sense 
of the word, that is: year after year, similar to the work 
of the great Tilly Alcartra and the system followed by 
many in the Aryshire breed, for it is strange -but true, 
all the good practices are not confined or even originai 
with the breeders of Holsteins. 

The ten months test with the calving requirement seems 
to be fair to all concerned—to show the true capacity of 
the animal and yet allow for the reproduction of the 
species; something absolutely necessary if the breeders 
and the breed continue to prosper. 

If individual breeders choose to discard the short-time 
tests, who has the right to say they are wrong? Anyone 
doing so will consider their course carefully and would do 
so as a matter of business policy. And if they are wrong, 
they will soon learn so by the demand for, and the prices 
obtained for their cattle. 

On the other hand the extreme advocates of the year 
work seem to consider the short-time official test all 
wrong. To make a full year record, a cow may only be 
supervised two days a month twelve months a year, or 24 
days in all. But many official records are continued for 
thirty days—even longer, when thirty-day records are re- 
ported and the best consecutive thirty days selected to 
be reported. 

The Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggies record was continued 
for 100 consecutive days, four milkings per day. Some of 
your readers seem to think it would have been easier to 
falsify her record than to fake the record of a cow tested 
for 305 or 365 days. But I cannot follow their reasoning. 
And I have been unable to personally meet anyone hold- 
ing such an opinion that could keep their end up in an 
argument. 

The Holstein breed has prospered and grown—we think 
because of the short-time official test, but it might have 
grown without it. We do not know—we only think. But it 
is practically impossible to persuade any owner who has 
prospered while using the official test to abandon it unless 
shown that it would profit him to do so.

He uses the word “kindergarten” in re- 
lation to the proposed new class. The right word to de- 
scribe it, in my opinion, would be “commercial.” The three 
and four period milking class would rightly be termed lab- 
ratory tests. 

Nothing else would give so great a boom to Holsteins 
as the establishment of such classes. The owner of small 
herds could then enter them in a test which could be car- 
ried through and show the real dairy quality of the indi- 
vidual. 

I have never done any testing but should these elasses 
be established, every animal I own would be started in 
the class C test as soon as she freshened. 

To give us small fellows a chance, I hope this sugges- 
tion of Mr. Uptons will be adopted.

MAKE THE TESTING -PRACTICAL 
Editor World: 


It is a well known fact that the Holstein-Friesian cow 
is the best friend of the small breeder who is obliged to 
till his own fields and milk his own cows that he may 
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clothe and feed his family and make 
poth ends meet and have a reasonable 
recompense left at the end of the year 
for his trouble and labor. 

Since the Holstein cow is the poor 
man’s cow and is milked, fed and 
cared for by 42 per cent. of their 
owners while in test they in some 
measure should be tested by a system 
that is practical as well as profitable 
throughout the entire lactation period. 
I believe there is room for improve- 
ment over the present system but I 
sincerely think it would be a mistake 
to discontinue the short time test in 
the kindergarten step of cow testing. 

The classifying of cows as has been 
suggested appeals to me as a _ prac- 
tical and logical method of determin- 
ing the true value of our dairy animals, 
it also serves as a kindergarten to the 
small breeder who cannot afford to 
hire an expert herdsman to. take 
charge of their herds so as to have 
them make creditable records to com- 
pete with the high producing cows of 
the present system. Without a doubt 
there are many cows that have never 
been heard from that are capable of 
producing large amounts of milk and 
butter fat in a year that would be a 
credit to the breed if they only had a 
chance to prove their merit. But 
because their owners do not think it 
worth while to try to compete with 
the high producers that are given 
every opportunity to make large rec- 
ords do not test them at all. 

Could such breeders have their cows 
classified with cows of like require- 
ments there would be much more 
testing done and more added interest 
taken, which would mean a maximum 
return at a greater profit and at th? 
same time determine the true value of 
our dairy animals for commercial 
use. 

Once a breeder becomes interested 
in testing it will not be long until he 
will have cows in the A class and 
looking forward to the World’s cham- 
pionship record.

LEAVE TEST QUESTION TO POPUL- 
LAR VOTE 


We have been very much interested 
in the discussions and test questiony, 
that is, as to the continuing or discon- 
tinuing of the 7-day test. Our idea is 
that we must have the small breeder 
as well as the big. We started in busi- 
ness May 14, 1917, buying five 2-year- 
old heifers, and doing no test work 
the first year. Found it not very prvu- 
fitable over the grades, because we 
had nothing to show what our heifers 
were doing. At the second freshening 
we tested two of them. We feel proud 
of our records on pasture, although 
they were only 7-day tests, one mak- 
ang 20.74 tbs. butter, 540.5 lbs. milk 
and another making 22.92 lbs. butter, 
457.1 lbs. milk at 3 years. As the result 
of these records we increased the pro- 
fit on the calves four fold. This fau 
the same cow No. 2 made at 5 years, 
7 days 25.10 Ibs. butter, 500 Ibs. milk. 
Another at 4 years made 25.10 Ibs but- 
ter, 500 Ibs. milk, and still another at 
1 year 11 months 22 days made 14.64 
Ibs. butter from 343.2 lbs. milk. We ex- 
pect to run every one of our cows as 
they freshen this winter. We want to 
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do yearly work but we have a stump 
farm and the herd is growing up with 
it, and when we get ready for yearly 
work we shall do so even tho’ the 
short-time test stays in existence. We 
know of any amount of beginners in 
the country that couldn’t carry out 
yearly work successfully at the pres- 
ent time. 

We believe that if every owner of a 
pure bred animal is given a chance to 
vote on this case, it would keep the T- 
day test in existence.

In the picture gallery this week we 
are showing a member of this herd, 
Avalon Korndyke Countess, who made 
two records above 32 lb. within a 
year and completed a 305-day record 
of over 900 lbs. butter from over 20,- 
000 Ib. of milk within the same time. 
‘his great cow, who as her picture 
shows, is a splendid specimen of the 
breed, freshened April 30th, 1918, at 
which time she made a record of 32.63 
lb. butter from 657 Ibs. milk. Not- 
withstanding the fact that she was 
run on semi-official test, she was bred 
again to freshen within the year, so 
her performance for the 305-days is 
little less than remarkable, her fig- 
ures being 903 lb. butter from 25,022 
ib. milk. She was taken off test at 
the end of the 305-day period as she 
was due to freshen less than two 


months later, and Mr. Curtis intended. 


to give her another chance in short- 
time test. In just 352 days from her 
previous calving, she freshened again 
and made the quite remarkable rec- 
ord, under the circumstances, of 34.11 
Wb. butter from 655.2 lb. milk. This 
last record was made after the close 
of the official year of 1918-1919, and

sc does not count in the prize money 
of that year. Her 305-day record wor 
third prize for both milk and butter, 


‘“ notwithstanding the fact that at that 


time there was no calving requirement 
iu the 305-day division, and she had 
te compete against cows that were 
not carrying a calf. She is due to 
freshen again in the spring and Mr. 
Curtis writes that he expects to test 
her again for 7 days and for a year, 
and fully expects to pass the 1,000 Ib 
mark with her. She is an animal of 
his own breeding, being strongly line- 
bred to De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 34d. 
Other good members of the herd at 
Avalon Farms include Korndyke Het- 
gerveld Queen, who is the dam of the 
cow just described. At 9 years old, 
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and after losing one quarter of her 
udder, this cow made a record of 777.- 
51 lb. butter from 9,018.6 lb. milk in 
306 days, and freshened again about 
13% months from the beginning of her 
test, making a 7-day record of over 
22 lb. butter from close to 500 Ib. 
milk. As her picture shows, she is a 
cow of good type and great dairy qual- 
ities, characteristics that she has 
transmitted to her daughters. 

Mr. Curtis is a strong believer in 
the semi-official test and at the present 
writing has ten head on test in that 
division. One of the best of these is 
Balsam Pontiac Gladys Soldene, pic- 
tured here—a granddaughter’ of 
Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lass. 
There are in the herd no less than 
thirty sisters to this beautiful heifer.

METRIC SYSTEM EXPLAINED IN 
ONE MINUTE 

A member of World Trade Club 
holds the world record for rapid ex- 
planation of the metric weight mea- 
surements and the way in which they 
ought to be used. He does this in one 
minute. An objector who had never 
looked the matter up declared that the 
metric system was complex and that 
it would take a long time to learn it. 
It was then that the member of World 
Trade Club first undertook to ex- 
plain, in one minute, all that needed to 
be known of metric units. He did it to 
the satisfaction of eminent auditors. 
Here is how he did it: 

“Learn only the units, dollar, meter, 
liter, gram;—dollar, the measure of 
value; meter, the measure of length; 
liter, measure of bulk; gram, for 
weight. You know all about the Ameri- 
can dollar. The metric units, meter, 
liter, gram, are just like dolla:, 
divided decimally and multiplied deci- 
mally. If you want to compare metric 
units with present units, the meter is 
10% more than the yard; 500 grams 
is about 10% more than the pound 
avoirdupois, the liter is 5% less than 
the U. S. liquid quart (13% less than 
the British liquid quart) that is all 
90% need to use the metric stan- 
dards.”

ONE THOUSAND ACRES AS A 
PRIZE 


New York City, Dec. 17. 

One thousand acres of the richest 
land in the historic Euphrates valley 
in Turkish Armenia is the prize held 
out to some young American who 
will undertake to initiate the resi- 
dents of that district into the modern 
methods of farming which have made 
America the’ greatest agricultural 
country in the world. This an- 
nouncement was made today at the 
headquarters of Near East Relief, I 
Madison Avenue, by Miss Frances 
Smith, who has just returned from 
Armenia, where she worked with Ar 
thur J. Culler, formerly of Kansas, 
but now director of Near East Relief 
work in Marash. 

In connection with the work of tak- 
ing material aid to the destitute peo- 
ple of Armenia where Near East Re- 
lief is struggling to save from death 
by starvation and exposure 800,009 
victims of Turkish oppression, Mr. 
Culler was directed to make an agri- 
cultural survey ef the district under 
his charge. He found the land to be 
of remarkable natural fertility but 
the farmers themselves wholly igno- 
rant of modern methods of cultiva- 
tion. 

“Although many of these people are 
illiterate Kurds, Tartars and Arme- 
nians,” said Miss Smith, “Mr. Culler 
found that practically all of them had 
heard of the wonderful progress agri- 
culture has made in America. To 
them the United States is a farming 
Elysium. They look upon scientific 
agriculture as practiced here as a 
magic process the secret of which it 
is their ambition to learn.” 


It was this desire to improve their 
own condition by increasing the pro- 
ductivity of their farms that led the 
farmers of the Marash district to pool 
land to the extent of one thousand 
acres which they have offered to turn 
over to an American farmer who wili 
accept and work it according to the 
advanced American methods and will 
import an American farm tractor for 
the purpose. According to informa- 
tion received here the land is of fine 
quality. Grapes and pistachio nuts 
are the principal crops harvested but 
figs, olives, wheat, rye and garden 
vegetables can be produced in abund- 
ance. The grapes, according to Mr. 
Culler, are the largest and most lus- 
cious he has ever seen, and they hang 
from the vines in mammoth clusters.

NOVEMBER 

The summary of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work by the federal department 
in co-operation with the various states 
for the month of November’ shows 
that Minnesota has a substantial lead 
for the month in the number of ani- 
mals tested, although a new record 
for total number of animals tested is 
established. The records show that 
3,228 herds were tested altogether 
with a total of 61,833 head of which 
just under 4 per cent reacted. The 
largest previous month was October, 
1919 when 57,270 head were tested.

Where 
there are two or more milkers, changes 
are easy. 

There is an indescribable something 
in a milker that cannot be measured 
by any of the rules of milking, as 
there is in some cows that cannot be 
judged by the usual standards, and 
they are only classified by the scales 
and test. I like to reach well up toward 
the udder, drawing down gently with 
the hand, pressing the teat at the 
same time; this will draw a little more 
milk into the teat passage, which 
hastens milking. I do not like that 
jerky milking like you pump when the 
cylinder or pipe leaks. Every motion

should be careful to prevent tissue 
injury. 

Where a number of milkers are em- 
ployed, there may be a difference of 
opinion as to the merits of every man 
to his cow, or to milk hit or miss, be- 
ginning and ending at the same point 
each time.

There is no difference of opinion as 
to regularity in time. Those who favor 
the hit or miss plan believe if they 
have a poor milker that in this way 
they are checked up by the competent 
ones. Of course, the ideal way is for 
each milker to have his regular cows, 
and if incompetent get another—of 
the same kind maybe.

ideally done are often the dominant 
ones. I notice that writers and speak- 
ers who do not have to do the trick 
themselves often omit to mention this 
important regulatory force of wher- 
is the milker just like your descrip- 
tion. 

If the milking periods vary in 
length, and the difference is marked 
on our farm, we milk the heavy milk- 
ers last on the short period, and first 
on the long one, which equalizes the 
time, or nearly so. 

As a rule, talking when milking is 
bad; no worse perhaps than when do- 
ing any other piece of work. It de- 
pends on what they are talking about. 
If it is the cows and the business ] 
like it, then I am sure they are think- 
ing right and are interested. If it is 
about the last dance or local gossip or 
in fact any unrelated subjeet, then | 
know they will get less milk and the 
cows will get less care all through. 1 
don’t worry much when the fellow is 
thinking and talking about our busi- 
ness, even if he criticizes sometimes; 
it may be just what I ought to hear, 
and he is right and I am wrong. 

If any sort of talk becomes demor- 
alizing it should be stopped. My point 
of view, however, whether in school 
or on the farm leads me to make few 
arbitrary rules. It is a pretty safe 
expectation that young people up to 
70 years of age in any place outside 
the national guard will make it a 
business to see how near they can 
come to breaking an arbitrary rule 
and not break it. One reason why 
capital and labor are constantly hav- 
ing trouble is because the workers are 
under a sort of machine-made set of 
rules, while in the country the indi- 
vidual is the unit of measure and the 
honor system is always unconsciously 
in vogue. 

From present indications the me- 
chanical milker is to largely supplant 
hand milking and an entirely new set 
of facts, rules and methods will be 
worked out. 

I am convinced that machine milk- 
ing is here to stay, and that hand 
milking as a fine art, if it ever was 
such, will very largely be a thing of 
the past.

Now he has gone into semi- 
official work and as fast as they fresh- 
en he is putting his whole herd on.

I think more and more pure bred 
breeders will come to the idea of tong 
time test or semi-official work. It 
means a whole lot of work I know but 
if you are in the business of dairying 
why not try and run it strenuousiy and 
efficiently, putting a good lot of 
thought on it. Most dairy farmeis 
milk their cows in the morning, hust- 
ling them out to pasture, let them 
stay there browsing around and get 
them up at night just in time to milk 
before supper and dark. They don’t 
even want to take time to milk effic- 
iently. A good many use the milking 
machine now and they don’t want to 











leave the machine on long enough 
massaging the udder getting them 
milked dry before they take it off. 
They milk the animals two thirds dry 
or a little more, till the flow begins to 
stop, and then off comes the machine 
and some one has to follow and strip. 
I contend this is wrong. Give more 
time to your milking and milk your 
animals dry with the machine. The 
machine is a good thing and with it 
more farmers will enter into the work 
of the long time records. I myself 
have used it in making official rec- 
ords. In brief, when more attention 
is paid to the dairy business, when 
you enter into the work like Mr. Bump 
and others are doing greater will be 
the results and larger the net profits. 
In other words you are running your 
business in a more efficient way. 

Mr. Bump’s herd was in very fine 
shape and one thing I liked that he 
had and I thoroughly believe in is a 
covered barnyard. His animals were 
out exercising in it. I think the ideal 
in the dairy business is a small cow 
room that will stanchion say ten head 
and adjacent to it a roomy, covered 
and enclosed cow yard. 

Lauderdale is the registered name 
of the herd and you will hear more of 
this herd later.

THE LAST OF THE NOTED BULL, 
SKYLARK 


About the year eighteen hundred 
seventy-six or eight, a Mr. Chafa of 
Chio, purchased a farm on the Blue 
Valley in Riley County, Kansas and 
shipped a small herd of Holstein cat- 
tle from Ohio to the farm and started 
a cheese factory there with a man by 
the name of Henry Barns in charge. 
At the head of the herd was a bull 
named Skylark. 

The cheese factory was a success 
for a few years until prices of every 
thing went to the bad with prices otf 
hogs from three to four cents per 
pound and fat cows about four cents 
with fat steers selling at six for good 
fourteen hundred pound steers, cheese 
selling three pounds for twenty-five 
cents. Under these circumstances the 


cheese business was suspended and’ 


the Holstein herd was broken up and 
dispersed. The writer having a Short- 
horn bull called the Duke of Ashland, 
under the circumstance wished to get 
rid of him and traded him for the Hol- 
stein bull named Skylark.

New Jersey has long been noted for 
some of her prominent Holstein 
breeders. The late A. A. Cortelyou of 
Somerville was a pioneer with the 
breed. This name stands in the history 
of the breed in the country. Mr. Bern- 
hard Meyer of Finderne, New Jersey, 
has in his thirty years with the breed, 
given some great stock to this coun- 
try. Such other breeders as E. C. 
Brill, Stewartsville, Dr. John C. Sharp, 
Blairstown, Allamuchy and Tranquilli- 
ty Farms, Allamuchy, New Jersey, ana 
Pequest Farm at Belvidere, New Jer- 
sey have been prominent for a good 
many years. 

Not until recently, however, has the 
influence of these herds been out- 
wardly noticeable to the public.

Every breed- 
er visited, tried to see a neighbor and 
on the night of the meeting between 
40 and 50 breeders were present. It 
didn’t take long to decide that a local 
club would bring results. A Board of 
Directors was elected right on the 
spot. These directors held two meet- 
ings to get their by-laws drawn up, 
and on December 5, a meeting of all 
interested breeders of Somerset and 
Hunterdon counties was held.
